St. Louis,, July 27.—President Frank Farrington of the 


Illinois miners today rescinded his call for a state miners con- 
vention at Peoria on August 3. He said this action was taken 
Because of what he termed "premature newspaper announce- 
ment of the convention." 


"MUST DECLINE SESSION." 


At the same time President Farrington telegraphed Act- 


ing Governor-Fred Sterling that he declined to enter into the 
plan for settlement outlined by Mr. Sterling. 


. Mr. Farrington's telegram said: 


"Acknowledging receipt 
of 
your 


telegram, I advise that the plan sug- 
gested for settlement of the miners' 
strike is impracticable and hardly 
possible to be fruitful of any results. 
Therefore I must decline to enter into 
the plan suggested in your telegram." 


"FALSE IMPRESSION."

Would Build Tunnel Be- 


neath Sidewalks. 


[By The Associated Press.] 


Chicago, July 27— Subways under 


Chicago sidewalks instead of under 
the city streets Is the plan proposed 
by D. Chase Denison, Chicago civil 
engineer, who contends that such an 
improvement could safely 
be built 


at less than half the depth of 
the 


ordinary type of underground rail- 
way and at a tenth of the cost. 


Only a small portion of such 
a 


subway system as Chicago needs can 
be built at the depth that would be 
necessary If excavation 
should 
be 


made under the street proper, owing 
to the expense, according 
to 
Mr. 


Denison, who has submitted to U. S. 
Schwartz, chairman of the 
Chicago 


Council Transportation Committee, a 
plan for a subway system 
ten 
or 


twelve feet deep under the sidewalks 
nstead of twenty-five to fifty 
feet 


deep under the streets. It is under- 
stood that application has been made 
to the United States patent office for 
protection of the plan, 
which 
Mr. 


Denison believes applicable to other 
cities. 


CAN LEASE IT. 


"The city of 
Chicago owns 
the 


streets of the city 
including 
the 


sidewalks up ti the building lines," 
said Mr. Denison. "The city ha^ the 
right to lease to the surface lines 
the space under the sidewalks 
for 


the car lines. This space is now used, 
If at all, chiefly by business houses 
for coal holes. 


"Such a deep subway 
as 
funds 


could be provided for would be in- 
adequate for present needs, whereas 
a subway system built ten or twelve 
feet deep coul* provide 
for 
the 


future. In ten or twenty-five years the 
population of the city will be great- 
ly increased. At 
present 
we 
are 


twenty-five years behind the times 
in our provision for 
traffic; 
most 


proposals aro designed only to catch 
up with the growth that has already 
taken place and are not far-sighted." 
A deep subway would be but a tem- 
jorary makeshift. 


ONE TENTH COST. 


'The sidewa-lk subway 
could 
be 


built at one tenth the expense of a 
deep subway, in one tenth tha time, 
and could extend 
throughout 
the 


city, as ten times as extensive a sys- 
tem could be built for 
the 
same 


-noney. 


Lewis Thinks Session of 


Competitive Fields Is

have won their present strike, and it 
it almost universally recognized in

throughout the country that no wage 
reduction can be applied to minln, 
industry, 


"It only remains for an interstate- 


joint conference- to be 
convened in 


order to permit of the 
immediate 


negotiation of a new wage agreement 
This is the only way by which a set- 
tlement can be made. There will be 
no district or separate settlement. 


PREDICTS CONFERENCE. 


"I have every reason to believe that 


an interstate joint conference of the 
central competitive fields will be ar 
ranged within a few days. Such an 
arrangement will permit a resump- 
tion of mining, a relief to embarrass- 
ed industries and a suffering pub- 
lic."

Government Seizure Of 


Mines Not New Threat 


Roosevelt, In 1902, Came Near Putting Threat Into 


• Effect To Halt Coal Strike. 


By Mark Sur>:an. 


"Washington, D. C., July 27—Seizure 


by the government of the coal mines 
while not among the Immediate pos- 
sibilities, has always been an ulti- 
mate possibility of the coal strike. In 
the coal strike of 1902, seizure of the 
mines -was the ultimate step which 
President Eoosevelt withheld 
until 


the end, but which he had made every 
preparation to take if the parties to 
the controversy had not finally ac- 
cepted his arbitration commission at 
any early stage. 


Eoosevelt was convinced that pub- 


lic opinion at the time would have 
supported him in seizing the mines, 
and If this was true in 1902 It is 
probably more true in the greatly ad- 
vanced public opinion of 
twenty 


years later. 


ROOSEVELT'S PLAN. 


The esaot details 
of Roosevelt's 


plan for the seizure ot the mines as 
revealed by him several years later, 
were in his own words as follows: 


"The method of action upon which 


I had determined In the last resort 
was to get the governor of Pennsyl- 
vania to ask me to keep order. Then 
I would put in the army under the 
command of some first-rate general. 
I would Instruct this general to keep 
absolute order. 


INTO RECEIVERSHIP. ' 


"I would also instruct him to dis- 
possess ^&e operators and 
run the 


mln»s as a receiver until such time 
as the commission might make its 
report, and until 
1, as1 President,

sense, judgment, and nerve to act in 
such event. 


"lie was ready to hand In the per-

"WAS A FINE FELLOW." 


"He was a fine fellow—a most re 


spectable-looking ola^boy, with side 
whiskers and a black skull-cap, with 
out any of the outward aspect of the 
conventional military alctator; but 
In both nerve and judgment he was 
all right, and he answered quietly 
that, If I gave the order, he would 
take possession o£ the 
mines, and 


would guarantee to open tnem and to- 
run them without permitting any in- 


terference either by the owners or 
the strikers or anybody else so Ions; 
as I told him to stay. 


NEGOTIATIONS SECRET. ( 


"These negotiations were conduct- 


ed with the utmost 
secrecy. Gen. 


Schofleld being th(. only man, who 
knew exactly what my plan was. As 
I have above outlined, my efforts to 
bring about an agreement between 
the operators and miners were- final- 
ly successful. 


"I was glad not to have to take 


possession of the mines on my own 
Initiative by means of Gen. Schofield 
and the regulars. I'was all ready to 
act and would have done so without 
the slightest hesitation, or a moments 
delay if the negotiations hsd fallen 
through." 


PUBLIC BACKING-. 


Roosevelt was convinced at 
the 


time and always remained convinced 
that this drastic st»p, if he had taken 
it, would have been approved. Many 
years later he said: "A,t the time I 
should have been almost unanimous 
ly supported with the famine -upon 
them, the people would not have tol- 
erated any conduct that would have 
thwarted 'what I was dolng^ Prob- 
ably no man In Congress would have 
raised his voice against me " 


STRIKES SIMILAR., 


Between the coal strike that Roose- 


velt ended 
and 
tha present 
coal 


strike, there was, as to the strike It- 
self, much, similarity; but as to the 
steps the negotiations followed, there 
were differences. 


In 1903 the miners accepted 
the 


President's offer to arbitrate; in tho 
present case the miners declined. In 
1902 the operators were solid in their 
refusal to arbitrate; in the present 
situation a considerable majority of 
the operators are willing to arbl 
trate, but a minority has refused. 


FIRST ATTEMPT FAILED. 


In the 1902 case, as In the present 


the Initial attempt to bring about ar- 
bitration failed. But in the 1902 case 
President Roosevelt, to use his own 
words, "Refused to accept the re- 
buff, and continued the effort to get 
an agreement between the miners, 
and operators." 


He finally manoeuvered both part- 


ies into a belated acceptance of his 
order to arbitrate. 


It is within the possibilities that 


this analogy may again be fulfilled 
in. the present case.—In the 1902 case, 
as In some aspects «cf the presenl 
case, the real obstacle to artlbratlon, 
slmmerod down, In the end, not to 
matters of real importance but to 
what seams at this distance an ab- 
surbeflly small point of prestige, of 
"face "

oldest colored residents of Decatur, 
who during the first thirty years of 
iis'life'was a slave on a Kentucky 
planation, 
celebrated 
his • eighty- 


eighth birthday Thursday, 


CAME IN 1876. 


Uncls Joe came to Decatur in 1876. 


There were very few colored people 
in the town at that 
tima and with 


the exception of Joe 
and several 


colored women they are all dead now. 
For over thirty ^ears 
Uncle 
Joe 


worked for the late John R. Miller, 
who also came from Kentucky, Mr. 
Miller knew Joe when he was 
In 


Lexington and as soon as he learned 
that the colored man was in Decucur 
he employed him. 


TRAINED HORSES. 


At the time of the Civil war Uncle 


Joe was married arid had a 
son. 


After the war he stayed in the -vicin- 
ity of Lexington, Ky., for several 
yeara. He hod considerable experience 
with race horses, "Bob Bruce," one of 
the horses which he trained, 
won 


many races anrl was one of the best 
horses at his time, 


STILL WORKS 


Although he is eighty-eight years 


of age Joe still works some. He cuts 
lawns ana does other jobs of a like 
nature when he is feeling well. All 
of his children are dead as is h\s 
former employer, Mr. Miller. Joe now 
resides in a room at
